Butler, of the C9ih Iteiriraent, now at Brant- 
loid, Oot,, writes to the London 3imM: — 
' Dorioc,' some weeks spent on tho prairiea of 
Nebraeka, where wo hud gone in pnrEuit of 
buQalo, our party, coneisriug of four Brillsli 
oflioera, experienced nothing but the greatest 
kinduej>e, Cijurteay and attention from all 
ranks and persons.

I fuel convinced, Sir, I need 
not apologise for Iroubling you with tliia let- 
ter, since it may tend, however slightly, to 
promote a better idea of tbe civility and 
courtesy which Enelisbmen meet with io 
America, even in thesa Fenian days,'
